Of these exptoaivee, han<l 
ffreiuides and shells nniiiuiil ed to .-*;70,nO0,OO(), siiiolseless powder tn 
$70,OOU,000 and various iteins of ammunition to $10,000,0(10. a total of 
$150,000,000. In addition to theae items of death-dealing inatm- 
ments, the invoices inehi<le war and di si i iict ivc toola directed agalnat 
Germany to the value of many millions mure." 

And thia dooa not take into aceonnt the milliona of doUara worth 
of foodstuffs and elothing wbidi an' lieini; shipix'd by us to the Allies 
at prices far below thoae paid by our o\vii people at home. 

Tet Freaident Wilaon and the entire Democratic hierarehy, iri 
the recent campaif^n, jiersisted m denyiii}; that mirs was n war ordei 
prosperity, or that munitions — whieh they eoulined to powder, (runs, 
and ahdl — played any appreeiable part in our tremendous exports.
